HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 18.—Swinging 
with devastating effect upon the critics 
of his country, Charles Evans Hughes 
stood up in the plenary session of the 
Pan-American conference tonight and 
justified the intervention policy of the 
United States in policing the Carib- 
bean nations in the most sensational 
meeting of the conference since it 
convened six weeks ago. 

Mr. Hughes frankly discussed Nicar- 
agua, proclaimed the determination of 
United States to maintain peace and 
order in its neighborhood, and left the 
assailants of our policies in ignomin- 


jous retreat. As an episode it was 
thrilling to the marrow; as a triumph 
it was monumental. | | 


Pledges U. 8. Good Faith. 

It was @ speech that will not be 
soon forgotten in the twenty-one 
American nations. It charted the 
course of the United States in Amer- 
ican affairs. It gave pledges to the 
Latin-Americans of the good faith and 
disinterestedness of the United States 
in its dealings with them. | 

“We want no aggression,” solemn- 
ly asserted Mr. Hughes. “ We want 
no aggression among ourselves, and 


we cherish no thought of aggression 
against anybody else,” 3 

He said that “we do not wish the 
territory of any American republic ”; 
that “we do not wish to govern any 
Am@rican republic”; that we do not 
wah “to intervene in the affairs of 
any American republic.” 


U. S. Wants Peace and Order. 

“We simply wish peace and order 
and stability and recognition of honest 
rights properly acquired, so that this 
hemisphere may not enly be the hemi- 
sphere of peace but the hemisphere of 
international justice,” the American 
spokesman declared. 

‘ When Mr. Hughes came to his pero- 
ration it was seen that he was strange- 
ly moved, and that peroration was 
packed to the hilt with an epitome 
of what the United States stands for 
in the western hemisphere. Here it is: 

“I am too proud of my country to 
stand before you as in any way sug- 
‘gesting a defense of aggression or as- 
fault upon the -sovereignty or inde- 
pendence of any state. I stand be- 
fore you to tell you that we unite 
with you in the aspiration for com- 
plete sovereignty and realization of 
complete independenece. 

“I stand with you to codperate in 
every way in establishing the idea of 
justice by institutions in every land 
which will promote fairness of dealings 
between man and man and nation and 
nation. | 


Won't Sacrifice Rights. 

“I cannot sacrifice the rights of my 
Suntry but will join with you in de- 
Caring the law. I will try to help 
70u in coming to a just conclusion as 
® the law; but it must be the law of 
‘Wistice infused with the spirit which

LONDON, Feb. 18.-—The Sunday 
Times reports that trade In forgeries 
of manuscripts of the late Thomas 
Hardy already has begun. Spurious 
texts are being manufactured for ex- 
port to America, a few of which re- 
cently have appeared on the London 
market. 

One example is cited of a poem 
manuscript purchased in a noted Lon- 
ae salesroom for a high price. The 
buyer took it to a famous book bind- 
ing house to have it elaborately bound. 
The head of the firm congratulated the 


client on his purchase, promising to 


make a worthy binding.” 

Later, while the poem was being 
examined to measure it for binding, 
several minor faults were discovered 
which certainly were not characteris- 
tic of Hardy. The binder took the 
poem to the late novelist’s literary 
executor, who immediately declared 
it an “impudent forgery.” Mr. Hardy's 
publishers say they know forgeries 
are going on and have been making 
inquiries in the hope of trapping the 


forgers.

With the death of Mrs. Fannie 
Brownell Maynard Van Vechten, 
whose funeral was held yesterday, the 
income from a trust fund of between 
$4,000,000 and $5,000,000, which was 
created for her benefit, will be dis- 
tributed to a daughter, a brother, and 
a nephew, under the terms of the will 
of her husband, the’late Ralph Van 
Vechten, president of the State Bank 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Van Vechten, who died on June 
28, put most of his $6,000,000 estate in 
‘this trust fund for the support of his 
widow. His will is on file before Pro- 
bate Clerk Mitchell C. Robin. 

Daughter Gets Two-Thirds. 

Miss Duane Van Vechten, debutante 
daughter and only child of the finan- 
cier, will receive two-thirds of-the in- 
come from the fund, under her father’s 
will. His brother, Carl Van Vechten, 
the novelist, will receive one-sixth. 
The remaining one-sixth will go to 
Van Vechten Shaffer of Cedar Rapids, 
Ia., his nephew. 

On the death of any of these bene- 
ficiaries, leaving no heir, his share of 
the income will be divided among the 
Home for Aged Women, the Home for 
the Friendless, and Coe college, all of 
Cedar Rapids, and Lombard college of 
Galesburg, IL 

Mr. Van Vechten’s will also provides 
for the care, after his widow's death, 
of Valeria Moore, 14 years old, daugh- 
ter of a widow of modest means who 
has been a member of the Van Vech- 
ten household for the last seven years. 
She will receive $125 to $150 a month 
for her education until she is 22 years 
old, and then she will get $75 a month 
for the remainder of her life. 

Leaves Estate of Own. 

Mrs. Van Vechten, who died Thurs- 
day, leaves a considerable estate, not 
including the trust fund. She was be- 
queathed real estate worth $500,000,

Bomb Kills 2 
inPlane; Crash 
Into Crowd 1 


Macon, Ga., Feb. 18.—(/)—Running 
wild after an ill-timed aerial bomb had 
killed its pilot and his aviator-passen- 
ger, an airplane plunged 7,000 feet into 
the heart of the business district here 
today, killing a pedestrian and serious- 
ly injuring two others. 

The weight of a crowd of hundreds 
of persons who rushed to the wreck- 
age caused the collapse of a concrete 
sidewalk and the injury of six of the 
more than a score who were thrown 
into the basement of a drug store. 

Explodes Prematurely. 

Buck Steele of Shreveport, La., vet- 
eran stunt flyer and pilot of the craft, 
and Francis Ashcraft, aviator of To- 
wanda, Pa., who were in the plane, 
were killed when the third bomb ,they 
tossed out in an exhibition as part of 
a carnival, caught in the wings and 
exploded prematurely. 

Spectators saw the plane suddenly 
enveloped in smoke and a moment 
later waver into a side slip. In an 
instant it fell into a tail spin, gather- 
ing speed by force of the still revolv- 
ing propellor. Four persons were 
pinned down by the wreckage or 
struck by the debris. 

Blacksmith Killed. 

Cc. E. Murphy, a blacksmith, was 
caught by the plane’s propeller as it 
hit the ground. It severed an arm 
and leg and inflicted other injuries 
which caused his death in a hospital 
a few hours afterward. Two other 
persons, unidentified, were believed to 
have been fatally hurt. 

None of those who weré@ plunged 
into the drug store basement by the 
sidewalk collapse was believed to have 
been seriously hurt.

Places Still in Doubt. 


The events that brought matters 
to a focus came so rapidly yesterday 
that there was no opportunity to con- 
fer with some of the possible candi- 
dates on the new slate. For example, 
Lieut. Gov. Sterling is in Florida, hav- 
ing gone there last week, but some 
word is expected from him soon con- 
cerning his attitude, and upon that 
depends to some extent whether he or 
John G. Oglesby, who held that of- 
fice during the Lowden administra- 
tion, is the choice for second place 
the state ticket. .

‘Some idea of what can be expected 
of him in the way of furnishing fire- 
works in the campaign was given to- 
day by Judge Thompson, who told the 
story of his election to the position of 
state’s attorney in Rock Island county. 
With $500 he had saved after teach- 
ing country school near Whitehall 
for two years and acting as principal 
of the Manchester, IIl., high school for 
one year, Judge Thompson, then 22, 
made the down payment for the pur- 
chase of the Hast Moline Herald, the 
town in which he then settled. That 
was in 1911. } 

Gains Rapid Prestige. 

East Moline had been incorporated 
only four years prior to that time and 
Judge Thompson set his newspaper to 
the task of speeding the development 


rapid prestige throughout the county. 
The action of-the Democrats in put- 
ting a ticket in the fleld had until 
1912 been considered only a gesture 
in the Rock Island county Republican 
stronghold. ‘‘ Democrats were rare 
birds around there,” Judge Thompson 
commented. 
But in that year the public was 
aroused over the corrupt situation in 
the courthouse. The Democratic com- 
mittee, in looking about for a candi- 
date, ran Judge Thompson for state’s 
attorney as a protest entry. 
Telling the story of corruption in 
the community to every puble gather- 
ing in village halls and schoolhouses, 
talking to the men at the shops at 
noontime and as they left the factories 
in the evening, and canvassing the 
homes and stores, door to door, Judge 
Thompson won: the office by a ma- 
jority of 293 votes. 

Fulfills His Pledges. 
Then he set about fulfilling his 
campaign pledges. The board ofcoun- 
ty supervisors tried to block his in- 
vestigation, he said, by refusing to 
allow him any assistance. But the 
young state’s attorney worked all day

“I had been in a lot of fights 
when my terms was up, but I 
was elected again In 1916, this time 
by a majority of 2,300 votes when the 
city went Republican by 6,000 votes 
for the other county offices,” Judge 
Thompson recalled with a grin. 

One of Judge Thompson’s bitterest 
opponents in 1912 was John Looney, 
who, according to the jurist, “ran 
@& scandal sheet, the Rock Island 
News. He had been in the black- 
mailing business for several years and 
opposed me for state’s attorney. Be- 
fore I took office he left town and 
went to a ranch in New Mexico. He 
stayed away until the end of my sec- 
ond term when he returned to estab- 
lish a gambling syndicate. He sub- 
sequently was sent to the penitentiary 
for the .murder of one of his com- 
petitors.”’ 


No Other Democrat Would Run. 
In 1919 Judge Thompson was nom- 
inated to fill a vacancy on the Su- 
preme bench in the fourth judicial dis- 
trict. No other Democrat would at- 
tempt ‘to run. But the young man 
went out on his record as state’s at- 
torney, carried Rock Island county for 
the third time and won the election 
by a majority of 500 votes, which 
at that time normally gave the Re- 
publican candidate a 25,000 majority. 
Notwithstanding that Harding had 
carried the district in 1920 by 49,700 
votes, Judge Thompson was reélected 
to the bench by a majority of 11.600 
in 1921.

(Philadelphia Public Ledger. ] 

In nis speech of Saturday night at the National 
Press club President Coolidge urged the press to be 
less critical of the government. He asks, in interna- 
tional matters, that it— 
» codperate with its own government and ex- 
tend to foreign interests a tolerant and sympa- 
thetic candor. ... 
He spoke also of the ancient federal statute for- 
bidding Americans from entering into any negotia- 
tions with a foreign power to affect that power’s re- 
lations with the. American government. He thinks— 

Whenever any part of the press of our country 
undertake to exert their influence in behalf of 
foreign interests the candor of the situation would 
be greatly increased if their foreign connections 
were publicly disclosed. ... 
That part of the American preas having “ foreign 
connections" ig not impressive. Use of the Logan 
act to limit its wickedness is hardly necessary. As 
a matter of fact, Washington gets a high degree of 
coSperation in foreign affairs from the American 
press. When Washington is right it deserves that 
support. When in the honest judgment of its critics 
Washington is wrong, then Washington does not de- 
serve that support and codperation.

for religion is indeed dark. 


Some business men seek to express their altra 
istic impulses in charitable or religious activities 
on the side. But it must be evident that these 
activities, commendable as they are, are no suffi- 
cient substitute for religion in a person’s occupa 
tion. First, they are almost bound to receive less 
earnest attention than a person’s life work, and, 
second, unless one’s everyday business is har 
monious with them, they appear what they are-—~ 
a@ veneer and not genuine. So the question is 
vital to countless men and women, whether re 
ligion can actually be lived in business. 

Those who hold that business and religion are 
necessarily separate, if not hostile, would probably 
say that the object of business is profit and the 
object of religion service, and that the two can 
never meet. But is not the difference thus stated 
more apparent than real?) There is no doubt that 
it is the aim of a man in business to make the 
most he can out of his activity. But this is only 
to say that business is one great means of self- 
expression, and self-expression is one of the 
primary impulses of life, not limited to business. 
Children in their games, and also adults, musi- 
cians, painters, poets, are practicing self-expres- 
sion, and there can bé no worthy self,expression 
unless one does his best. Not only did Jesus not 
condemn this, but his teachings illustrate it. In 
the parable of the talents Jesus commended the 
men who used their talents to make more. Of the 
man who neglected his talent Jesus disapproved. 


By and large, no method of enlisting the effort 

by which mankind is kept going has yet been 
found which works so well, and comparatively so 
simply, as the method of pecuniary reward. 
Standards of measurement of relative contribu- 
tions to production are as Yet imperfect, We are 
constantly seeing instances of injustice. But this 
is only to say that all things human are fallible. 
The end sought and measurably approximated is 
payment ‘according to the share in the result. 
This puts a premium on the exertion of a man’s 
powers to the utmost. But is that unchristian? 
I think not. It has the sanction of Jesus in the 
parable of the talents already referred to. There 
is nothing to indicate that Jesus would have been 
pleased to have the men with the ten and five 
talents divide them with the man with one, Ap- 
parently each was expected to make the most of 
what he had. There is social] wisdom in this, for 
it is by the best efforts of countless individuals 
that the race moves forward. Certainly there are 
many practices in business which will not bear the 
test of conscience and which of right ought to be 
changed. But it is certain there is no funda- 
mental conflict between business and religion. 
It by no means follows, however, that religion 
has no imperatives applicable to business. Quite 
the contrary. We may liken business to a race 
between a group of honorable contenders, friendly 
contenders, too. No one of thesé men would trip 
another or foul him. But neither would he run 
any less than his best in order that his friend 
might win. Somewhat similar to my mind is the 
Christian conception of business. Into whatever 
work a man enters, he is under compulsion, spring- 
ing from one of the deepest impulses of his nature, 
to give all of thought, all of energy that he can. 
But he is also under compulsion in so far as he is 
ethical not to encroach upon the just opportunities 
of others, and along with his striving to be friendly. 
Religion sets up certain principles which if followed 
would keep the competition within courses con- 
ducive to the social welfare.

“The Gundlach case is over and a

License to Kill. 

“Tt is now revealed through acquit- 
tal of the slayer of the aged southern 
Maryland farmer, that a dry agent may 


invade your home on the mere sus-/ 
' picion you may be violating the sacred 


prohibition law and kil] you if you re- 
sist.”’ 

“The Post was pledged not to dis 
euss the case editorially during the 
trial. Now that it is ended we recog- 
nize no such restriction. 

“It is our mature and dispassionate 
judgment that the whole trial was a 
travesty. 

“To begin with, the law arrogated 
to the federal court sole jurisdiction in 
the cases of the dry agents who shot 
Gundlach. 

“It not only refused to permit the

This morning the ultimatum issued 
five weeks ago by the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Musicians to radio brvad- 
casting stations in the city, which 
makes the employment of musicians 
compulsory along with the use of re- 
mote control, becomes effective.

TEST OF LOOP PARKING 
BAN NOW PLANNED IN 
STATE SUPREME COURT 


Injunction proceedings against the 
loop parking ban will be dropped, but 
the law will probably be tested in the 
Supreme court, Superior Judge Oscar

PARK BOARD GET 


Early action by the city council 
toward construction of a great island 


airport in Lake Michigan, fifteen min- 
utes from the loop, was promised yes- 


terday by Ald. John 8S. Clark [30th], 
chairman of the council's finance com- 
mittee. 

The committee has pending before 
it a resolution providing for transfer- 
ing to the south park board the island 
property, known as Harbor No. 3, lo- 
eated in the lake between 16th and 


2ist streets. In return, the park com- 


‘missioners have agreed to appropriate 


— — 


$5,000,000 to $6,000,000 improving and 
equipping that island as a modern 
landing place, suitable for both land 
and sea planes. 

‘The resolution was sent to the com- 
mittee Nov. 23, 1927. Ald. Clark said 
he would bring it up for action at the 
committee’s next meeting, Feb. 28, so 
that a recommendation can go to the 
council Feb. 29. 

“We have been waiting for Maj. 
Rufus Putnam's harbor report to the 
Commercial club to see if the land 
would be needed for harbor purposes,” 
Ald. Clark explained. “We have the 
report now, showing that it is not and 
the Commercial club has written me a 
letter urging us to make the transfer 
for the airport.” 


E. J. Kelly, president of the south 


board, also has written, asking the 
committee to act speedily, Ald. Clark 
said. 

A majority of the committee, Al. 
Clark believes, favors the transfer, 
with the stipulation that the city re 
tain joint control of the field with the 
park board. Plans for a joint commis 
sion will be discussed at the next meet- 
ing, he said, 


Practically all officials and interested 
organizations have indorsed the lake 
front airport plan, Including Mayor 
Thompson's aero commission, the Chi- 
cago Plan commission, and flyers’ or- 
ganizations. The Association of Com- 
merce had withheld a recommendation 
pending Maj. Putnam's report. 

The field itself, according to Mr. 
Kelly, will be the best that can be 
built. Runways at various angles will 
afford a safe landing to planes from 
any direction. It will be brilliantly 
lighted by flood lights and beacons. 
It is planned to use the airport only 
as a passenger and express terminal. 
Hangars and shop facilities will be af- 
forded at outlying fields. 

“We are ready to go,” President 
Kelly said. “The airport should be 
ready for use within a year if the city 
will coSperate with us.”

A survey for the purpose of estab- 
ishing the continuity of city streets 
—or lack of it—has just been com- 
pleted. The survey took into consid- 
eration automobile traffic requisites 
only. It shows that with the excep- 


tion of two boulevards no continuous 
east and west arteries exist in Chica- 
go. With the exception of the lake 
front boulevards, no continuous north 
and south arteries exist. Even these 
fail to extend the length of the city. 

There are a number of section line 
gtreets which, are continuous ag to 
right of way from north to south and 
from east to west. But a careful sur- 
vey of these showed that the condi 
tion of pavements and lack of pro- 
tection to traffic,\bar them from the 
description of continuous thorough- 
fares for motor movement. 

Ogden avenue and Roosevelt road, 
in the east and west group. and Ash. 
land and Western avenues, in the 
north and south group, are examples 
of non-continuously paved thorough- 
fares. None of these streets, it was

Motorists Ask Solution 
for North Outlet. 


Chieago motor traffic destined from 
or to points beyond Grace street on 
the north side has been sending to Tue 
TRIBUNE in the last few weeks sheaves 
of complaints in regard to what some 
terms “the master traffic tangle of 
the Chicago area.” 

The situation compiained of lies be- 
tween Melrose street and the Sheri- 
dan road west turn on the combined 
Sheridan and Lake Shore drives. The 
Melrose street end of this sector has 
long been a swirl of cfoss-traffic, but 
at the north end, before the new ex- 
tension of Lake Shore drive to Mont- 
rose avenue was opened, traffic was 
fairly in line, though congestion ex- 


isted. 
Ten Traffic Lines Cross. 


A survey of the locality in the last 
few days shows that the area carries 
twelve distinct lines of traffic and in- 
volves ten instances of cross-traffic. 
Three streets converge at the south 
and the drive separates into three 
streets at the north. 

Only two lines of traffic. passing 
through the swirl fail to cross oppos- 
ing or parallel traffic, and either of 
these lines, which must follow busses 
at the curbs, may be forced out into 
cross traffic if effort is made to beat 


the bus speed. ,

Some temporary relief, it is pointed

Here a house of 
deeply established 
tradition, the 
Georgian, offers it- 
self as an example

dwelling. One which suggests perma- 
nence in its construction as well as in 
its strength of line. 

The family to whom this house 
would make its strongest appeal would 
be that family which prefers its bed- 
room and bath suite on the second 
floor; which clings to the age old idea 
of “going upstairs to bed at night.”’ 
This, furthermore, is an arrangement 
which allows a great deal of light and 
air to all the rooms, an economy of 
roof space, and often an economy in 
“he heating plant besides. 

Indeed the house as a whole is not 
an expensive house considering its dis- 
tinct individuality and the fact that 
the Georgian type is never a “ cheap” 
type to build. 

Well Planned Floor Area. 
The architect here has given carefyu] 


space. No haphazard fancy has dic 
tated the precise proportioning of room 
area down stairs and on the second 
floor. 

Assuming that the house fronts on 
‘the west, according to the architect's 
planning, all the living rooms and bed. 
rooms face the south, east and west, 
while the kitchen, halls and bath are 
given the less desirable north exposure. 

Observe the circulation of the floor 
space. There is a front entry, leading 
to the stairs and also into the living 
room, The side entry commands ac- 
cess to the kitchen, refrigeration cor- 
ner and breakfast nook in the rear. 
The interior treatment is simple 
throughout. 

Oak Floors Throughout. 

All the rooms are to have wood pic- 
ture and base’ molds; and the lower 
part of the stairway is to have a wood 
handrail and turned wood banisters. 

In the living room there is a low 
wood closet which permits of several 
pieces of firewood being placed on a 
shelf from the basement, thereby do- 
ing away with the necessity of carry-. 
ing the wood upstairs and dirtying 
the floor. 

The floors throughout are of oak, 
excepting in the kitchen and bed- 
rooms, where maple is laid. The bath- 
room has a white tile floor, with a 
wainscot of delft blue tile with black 
tile cap and base. 

Basement Billiard Room. 

In the basement a billiard room is 
included; also a gas fired dryer, heater 
and incinerator. If greater coal stor- 
age capacity were desired the coal bin 
would be carried entirely across the 


The doors, of course, are to be of 
colonial design, six panel. The walls 
are papered in colonial design. Win- 
dows are of steel casement type. 

As for the exterior plan, the roof is 
to be of Oxford gray or black slate, 


The outside walls are 
to be of red face brick, laid in Filem- 
ish bond. All the exposed flashing as 
well as the porch roof and hood over 
bay window and entrance door are to 
be lead covered copper.

sent up through a house when hot 
ashes are taken from the furnace will 
now be sent up through the chimney;

HE flying uhlan had great admiration for the 
pluck of English flyers who risked their lives 
in antiquated airplanes. He thought that men 

of such courage deserved better than to die through 
structural weaknesses in their machines. 

He was quick to report any such weakness in 
his own planes, and was unsparing in his criticism 
of errors in design or manufacture. 


Richthofen knew that, while the Albatross D 


plane was superior to the British planes he was 


then encountering, it had -certain weaknesses that 


left it far from perfect. 
A pursuit plane (he wrote, in an Opinion to 


‘the technical staff) must be able to stand the 


strain Of diving 3,000 feet. The Albatross does not 


‘do this always. 


The English fiyerg, handicapped by their old ma- 
chines, had learned this weakness during April, and 
frequently were able tq,escape jthe Albatross by

LEVEN days of bloody April had passed, and 
the flying uhlan had added nine more vic- 
tories to his record; but this last combat was 


one of particular significance to him. 


With his fortieth conquest he had at last equaled 
the record of the dead Boelke. Having brought 
his seore of air vi 3 up to the high level estab- 
lished by the great Boelke, Richthofen now sought 
to exceed the accomplishments of his master. 

He did it two days afterward. | 

It was April 13, 1917. In three flights—morning, 
noon and afternoon—he shot down three planes 
and killed four men in the space of ten hours. 
These combats brought him the much desired credit 
for his forty-first, forty-second and forty-third vic- 
tories, any one of which was sufficient to establish 
a new record in German air fighting. 

Records and trophies were as precious to Richt- 
hofen as they are to any pot-hunter of the links 
or the traps. The flying ublan referred to the day 
of his forty-first victory as “my record day.” 

This referred to another record. It was the first 


time that he had “shot a triple,”, which wag his 


manner of describing the day’s bag of game. 


It was verily a day of records. That evening it 
was possible for Richthofen to report proudly that 
six planes of his staffel had desttoyed thirteen 
enemy planes in the air. 

Capt. Jimmie Stuart, an Irishman from Coleraine, 
and Lieut. M. H. Wood, a rollicking youngster 
from Essex, were the vietims of the flying uhlan’s 
first combat on his record day. 

Flying an old R. E. 8 as an. escort to photography 
planes, they bumped into the baron’s redbird about 
9 o'clock in the morning and found out at the 
cost of their lives that their Vickers and Lewis 
guns were no match for the two sputtering Span- 
daus that snorted death from the nostrils of the 
flying uhlan’s sky charger. 

The scene of their crematién was recorded by a 


German camera that same morning. I found the 


photograph in Richthofen’s scrapbook at Schweid- 
nitz. On the back of it Richthofen had written: 
“ My forty-first. D. D. two seater, twelve cylin- 
der Beardmore motor. Two occupants; dead. 
Shot down and burned on the electric wires on 
April 13, 1917, about 10 o'clock in the morning, 
at the canal between Brebieres and Vitry.” 
After a late breakfast, the baron went aloft again 
for his noonday flight. The fight that followed 


_ occurred over the British lines, and it would appear 


that Richthofen’s victims escaped not only with 
their lives, but without wounds, because the Eng- 
lish reports carry no account of the affair. 
Richthofen’s flying comrades confirmed his report 
of the flight, and the all-necessary cfedit was 


granted. 


HERE was ample substantiation for his forty- 
third victory, the third that went to his credit 
on April 13, 1917. He killed both occupants of 

the plane ‘he shot down over the village of Noyelle- 
Godault, just behind his own lines. 


Second Lieutenant Allan Harold Bates and Sergt. | 


William Alfred Barnes were the two unfortunates 
who, together with Lieuts. Stuart and Wood, went 
to make up the quartet of deaths representing the 
results of Richthofen’s record day,. April 13, 1917. 
- Young Bates was 6 feet 3 in his flying boots 
slim as a reed, but with a Saw and projecting 
chin that insinuated strength and determination. 
He was just a month on the young side of twenty- 
one when he went down under Richthofen’s guns. 

Sergt. Bill Barnes was sitting in the observer’s 
seat in front of young Bates. At Woolston, near 
Southampton, William Barnes Sr. lives today, and 
he says: 

“That boy of mine was a soldier from his head 


‘tb the soles of his feet. I ought to know. I was 


a soldier myself—enlisted in 1874. I trained that 


- boy. for the civil service, but when he was fifteen 


he said that there was nothing for him but the 
army. I let him have his way and I was proud 
of him. 


“He wasn’t much for talking, especially about 


himeelf. I learned from his comrades that he had 
shot down three Huns, and when he was home on 
leave, about a month before he was killed, he told 
me that he hoped to get a few more when he 
went back. He was in the flying corps only four 
months.” 

Bates and Barnes flew an old F. E. 2b, armed 
with two Lewis guns, and on the afternoon of 
their death they had just completed dropping sev- 
centrated destruction on 
a German ammunition dump located at a railroad 
junetion between Henin-Lietard and Lens, 

That night at the Douaji airdrome, the fighting 
pilots of Jagdstaffel Eleven toasted their leader 
for the first time as the ace of all German aces. 


His forty-third victory had established a new mark 


in the annals of the German flying ‘corps. 

Some of the occupants of the thirteen enemy 
machines had survived the day as prisoners and 
several of these had been brought to the squadron’s 


mess. 
Richthofen’s four victims of the day were dead, - 


but he took delight in exchanging views with the 
living victims of his’ staffel. One of these must 
have made a quick analysig of the flying ublan’s 
disposition and lack of humor, because it appears 


that he took advantage of it to the extent of —

OME distance beyond the clearing marked by 
the blasted juniper and the green rock, O’Grady 
reached the scene of Devine’s murder.

Was once so great as to constitute the leading industry in the world, an 
industry of great political as well as economic import, and conducted by 
several countries rather than’ one. In one of them is that old burgh of 
Wick (name sounds like Edward Lear’s nonsense, does it not?), the chief 
seat of herring fisheries:for the east coast of Scotland. Its history is some- 
thing of a summary of the herring industry.

Deep Fat Frying 


The most delicious fish can be 
ruined if put into smoking fat, which 
is decomposing, or becoming “ tired,” 
our Italian friends would say, and 
they know their fish frying. Decom- 
posing fat smokes up a house, chokes 
the cook, and produces a fish which 
will have an unpleasant flavor. The 
fat is really burning, and will burn 
the fish. But the fat must be hot 
enough, or up to 365, or even ten 
above that may do. If not hot 
enough the fish will be fat soaked. 
With the heat of the fat just right 
the surfaces exposed are instantly 
sealed and the starchy covering of 
fish is cooked to deliciousness or 
browned lightly.

As a tip for the excessive cigaret 
consumer the experiment is recom- 
mended. One of the dangers observed 
among smokers by another physician 
is that TT are inclined to dry up 
the saliva. nsequently, more water 
is required for the smoker, even when 
one is not trying to overcome the habit. 

However, Dr. Montague reminds us 
that, whether we're interested in cig- 
arets or not, at least two quarts of 
fluid should be taken daily. 

This may be distributed throughout 
the day and may consist of either plain 
water, milk, fruit Juices, weak tea or 
coffee which is Kalf milk. When this 
amount of fluid is taken regularly one 
way in which constipation originates 
is avoided. 


Deeds Bad. 


Living on concentrated foods puts 
one in a fair way to become habitually 
constipated, the doctor points out. 

“ When such concentrated foods are 
digested and the water is absorbed 
from them, there is practically no resi- 
due left. The intestines have not a 
sufficient amount of material in them 
to excite the normal contractions

It is here that the value of green 
vegetables and vegetables containing 
much indigestible matter serve their 
chief function and are absolutely es- 
sential. 

At luncheon time, instead of taking 
a sandwich and a glass of malt¢d milk, 
Dr.

or of vegetables, such as. beans, cauli- 
flower, carrots, peas, or spinach. Too, 
he suggests that, instead of taking 
orange in juice form, one eat the entire 
orange. The pulp adds bulk to the 
food residue. Similarly. apples and 
pears should be eaten with skins on. 
Figs and fruit jams and marmalade are 
of value, also. 

Another outstanding reason why 
people “get that way,” in Dr. Mon- 
tague’s experience, is that it is a bad 
habit, the result of irregularity in the 
habits of eating, drinking, sleeping, 
and particularly of the habit of visit- 
ing the toilet at a definite time. 


Avoid Irregularity. 


“If we skip meals, drink water only 
occasionally, sleep at irregular times, 
and leave the matter of visiting the 
toilet to chance, that function will 
eventually resolve ‘itself into just that, 
namely, a matter of chance. It is as- 
tounding to witness the remarkable re- 
sults that can be obtained by a person 
appointing a definite hour in either 
morning or evening for this function. 
If such a definite time be selected and 
this time never be varied, it only re- 
quires a week or ten days and some-

times less time in which to educate the 
colon to the routine of having the resi- 
due ready for expulsion at the habitual 
time.” 

In addition to an increase in the 
quantity of food articles containing 
a high percentage of nondigestible 
matter (fresh vegetables such as car- 
rots, spinach, squash, beans, peas, 
most cereals; bananas, oranges, plums, 
apples, marmalades, prunes and fruit 
preserves) bran is suggested as an aid. 
It may. be sprinkled over cereai at 
breakfast, or mixed with vegetables. 
Start with a tablespoonful and in- 
crease the amount until, best effects 
are obtained. Cereals are of service 
for they increase the food residue. 
“ Bran used continually when insuf- 
ficient water has been drunk may lead 
to the caking or impaction of tre- 
mendous quantities of bran in the 
feolon. Persons complain that it irri-

Agar, a’ seaweed which comes from ' 
Japan, ig another material used to in- ' 
crease the bulk of the bowel residue, | 


and is believed to be better than bran 
if taken over a period of time. Water 
must be taken freely with agar-agar, 
too. The mixtures made of agar and 


mineral oil are considered more satis- 


factory than the plain agar.

There is no possibility of | irritation 
from their use, nor are they habit 
forming. Mineral oils are not fatten- 
ing. In fact, they are indigestible 
and pass through the @ntire food canal 
without change or absorption. A 
mayonnaise salad dressing may b- 
made from mineral oil and in excel- 
lent reducing menus you'll find it 


often recommended in place of other 


oils in salad dressings. 


In Buropean countries certain seeds 


have been used as an aid to proper 
intestinal function, chiefly the psyl- 
lium raised principaly in Bel- 
gium. These seeds proyide both bulk 
and lubrication and are, therefore, a 
good laxative. Their action is mechan- 
ical, therefore not habit forming. In 
Dr. Montague’s opinion psyllium 
seeds are superior to bran and agar. 
The seeds may be spread on cereal, 
bread or taken in soup. But the most 
effective way to take them, according 
to the physician, is to take a drink 
of water first, then a tablespoonful 
of the seeds mixed with a half glass 


of water and to follow with another 


full glass of water. —

Study the Drawing. 


Before starting actual construction 
one should study the drawing. This 
shows the assembled plane with its five 
major parts, including the elevator, 
wing, motor stick, fin, and propeller. 
One should be sure that he under- 
stands, as far as possible, the purpose 
of every part. 

Start with the wing, shown in fig- 
ure II. To make two spars, take a 


single piece of balsa 1-16 by % by 13% 
inches, heat the center of it over the 
spout of a teakettle, and bend it to 
the angle shown in figure II. 
split it down the middle. Do this eith- 
er with a sharp knife or a safety razor 
blade. Finish each spar to exactly the 
dim one in the drawing, 3-32 wide 
by 1-16 thick.. Half cut away, or lap, 
the ends; as shown at the upper left 
hand corner of figure IL, to recdwe 
the bamboo wing tips. 


For wing tips, finish a 7 inch strip 
of bamboo to exactly 1-32 inch thick- 
ness and 1-16 inch width. Since the 
shiny side of the bamboo is strongest. 
one may split off the under part and 
throw it away. Bend the strip over 
an open flame to the curve shown in 
the drawing and after it’s bent split 
it down the middle to form the two 
tips. Bending the two tips in one 
piece insures getting the same eurve 
on each tip.

The motor stick, or fuselage, shown 
in Figure III., is a piece of balsa 3-16 
inch square by 15 inches long. To 
hold the wing in place upon the motor 
stick, use a single rubber band, both 
of whose strands stretch over the top 
of the wing and whose ends pass 
under the motor stick. This holds the 
inotor stick tight to the bottom of the 
wing. The drawing—Figure I—makes 
this clear. — 
Figure III shows the motod# stick 


low the motor stick. It is glued to 
the center of the motor stick as 
shown in Figures I and III. 

At the rear end of the motor stick 
is the fin. This is made from a flat 
piece of balsa wood 1-32 inch, thick. 
It is glued vertically to the top of 
the motor stick, as shown in Figure 
III. Be sure, too, that it is vértical. 
If it isn’t, it will affect the perform- 
ance of the plane. 

The elevator, shown in Fig. IV., is 
probably the hardest part of the plane 
to construct. And it is just about the 
most important. Note, in Fig. 1, how 
the elevator goes on the front end of 
the motor stick. A study of Fig. IV. 
will show that the front or leading 
edge of the elevator is five-sixteenths 
inch higher at the tips (marked A) 
than the rear or trailing edge (marked 
B), except at the center, where it rests 
on the stick. This center part is 
marked C and D. 


The next step is to bend the front 
edge, marked ACA in the drawing, to 
form a flat V, with the two points A 
fivesixteenths inch higher than the 
point C. Take care with this, because 
the shape of the elevator fram is im- 


portant. 

When the frame is properly bent, 
cover it with tissue. Attach the ele- 
vator to the motor stick with a rubber 
band, just as was done with the wing. 

The next step is carving the propel- 
ler from a balsa block % by 1% by 7 
inches. Square and sand the block 
on all sides. Draw diagonals on the 
two 1% by .7 inch surfaces as shown 
in “A,” figure VL, and push a pin 
through the intersection of the diag: 
onals, to make the hole for the pro- 
peller shaft. Now carve he block, fol- 
lowing the four steps own in the 
drawings. First, carve to the long 
diagonals to the shape of “ B,” figure 
VI. Then draw the end nals 
shown in “B,” drawing the diagonal 
on each end to opposite corners. Carve 
the block to the shape of “C,” and, 
finally, finish to “D.” Finish the pro- 
peller to 1-32 inch thickness except at 
the hub, where it should be about 1 -16. 

The propeller shaft is shown at- 
tached to the propeller in figure VI. 
‘and is shown more in detail in the 
drawing above the right end of figure 
III. It’s bent from a piece of .020 
music wire about 3 inches long. One 
hub of the propeller, bent into a 
square U, and ambroided in place. Slip 
on two small bronze washers next to 
the hub to prevent friction between 
the bearing and the propeller.

Power is obtained from a strand of 
% inch flat rubber 30 inches long. 
The two ends of this are tied to form 
a 15 inch band, one end of which is 
hooked over the end of the propeller 
shaft and the other end (the one with 


the knot) over the front hook. The 
strands pass through the can. The 
rubber motor should be long enough 
to allow about an inch of slack when 
it is hooked in place. 

One is ready, now, to try out his 
second plane—the indoor pusher. Re- 
member that it flies with the small 
end—the elevator end—to the front. 
Give the propeller about 300 turns and 
let the plane sail from the hands. If 
it misbehaves badly probably there’s 
been carelessness in finishing the parts 
to the correct dimensions. Perhaps 
the pin has not been set correctly 
upon the motor stick. Maybe the ele- 
vator doesn’t have enough lift. In 
that case, build another ship, profit- 
ing by the experience and working 
more carefully.

IN CHICAGO. 


OMORROW night the Irish Play- 
ers open their season of a month 
with Sean O’Casey’s “The 
Plough and the Stars.” Perhaps 

you don’t remember way back when 
The Abbey Theater Players came to 
Chicago for the first time with a réper- 
toire of Irish plays, among them “ The 
Playboy of the Western World,’”’ which 
was said to have caused riots in the 
more unrestrained audiences of the 
supposedly effete east? 

Synge was the idol of the players at 
that time, and we saw acted some of 
the most beautiful poetic expressions 
of modern Ireland. Sean O’Casey occu- 
pies Synge’s place in the hearts and 
on the playbills of the players now. 
He is, like Patrick MacGiil, a laborer 
turned artist, and is just that much 
more acclaimed—a foolish point of de- 
parture for art, it seems to me, as if 
a beautiful thing wrought by the hand 
of a bricklayer were any more inher- 
ently beautiful than the same thing 
made by the hands of an earl. That 
attitude is just as artistically untena- 
ble as the obverse one of society think- 
ing that a social light can necessarily 
write a better novel or paint a finer 
picture than a navvy. 
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In 1926 O’Casey received the Haw- 
thornden prize, one of England's most 
coveted awards, for ‘‘Juno and the 
Paycock,’’ which will be the play pro- 
duced after the two weeks’ run of 
“The Plough and the Stars.” In 1927 
he married an actress and got into 
all of the roto supplements because 
he insisted on wearing a lounge suit 
and a pull-over sweater at his fashion- 
able wedding in London. I mention 
these things only because the drama- 
tist himself saw in them drama. 

“The Plough and ‘the Stars” you 
may read if you will, and you will find 
it after the conventional pattern of 
Irish plays, beginning with the broad- 
est farce and ending with complete 
tragedy, with the tragedy foreshadowed 
all of the time amu increasing its 
power, and the farce never absent even 
at the side of a coffin. There is none 
of the poignant beauty of Synge in it, 
but Synge was a great poet, and Mr. 
O’Casey makes no attempt at such 
things. 

It is about one of the Irish rebel- 
lions as it touched a group of tene- 
ment dwellers, taking from them even 
the meager happinesses that their lives 
had, pitifully crowded with destitution 
as they were. It is a satire on the

She has just been act- 
ing it in New-York, where the highest 
critical praise attended its production. 
The part of Rebecca West, which Mrs. 
Fiske assumes, is a character-study of 
ambition, love, and expiation. Rebecca 
West is one of the intelligent, fascinat- 
ing, highly-strung women whom this 
actress is best fitted to portray. Her 
life-story brings her through scenes of 
emotional stress to an ending replete 
with tragic beauty and significance. 
The desirable results of acting for the 
play, and not for individuals, are said 
to be again evident in the Manhattan 
Company this year. The company in- 
cludes Bruce MacRae, George Arliss, 
Fuller Mellish, Albert Bruning, and 
Florence Montgomery.

An Actor-Magician. |

Now Science Tries 
to Analyze an Artist 


[From Singing Magazine.} 
IBERAL-MINDED musicians who 
complain that they find an over- 

abundance of “ professional jeal- 

ousy” and small talk among 
their colleagues may be consoled by 
the fact that precisely the same condi- 
tions obtain in the other vineyards of 
the arts, sciences and humanities. 
No class is entirely free of such 
frailties—musicians, engineers, writers, 
chemists, et al., are all victims of the 
same malady. Unquestionably the eco- 
nomic pressure of the day is responsi- 
ble for much of the inevitable small 
talk and posturing in the various pro- 
fessions; and now modern psychology 
comes to the front with clear explana- 
tions of the motivating reasons for 
this behavior—the word being used 
strictly in the biological sense. Our 
scientific friends explain that such ac- 
tions as excessive antagonism toward 
rivals, derogatory attitude in general 
toward others in the same profession, 
pronounced opinions on self, “ meth- 
ods "’ and the like, are all clearly trace- 
able. 


We learn in the psychiatrist’s labor- 
atory that the principal cause of “ pro- 
fessional jealousy’ is the inferiority 
complex. This subconscious sense gives 
tise to claims and assertions on the 
part of the individual which may seem 
to be purely egotistic in origin, but 
science shows that such conduct is 


| merely reflective of inner distress—an 


outward signal which proclaims a pa- 
thetic feeling of inner inferiority.

Sculpture by Allan Clark. 

The sculpture by Allan Clark in an 
adjoining gallery of the Arts club is 
both interesting and effective. It pos- 
sesses beauty and strength. It is 
neither weak nor wanton. There is 
no excess imagery. We are not forced 
#0 wonder what exactly this man is 
about. We can understand the vari- 
ous figures easily. We are not re- 
pelled by oddity of shape or roughness 
of medium; no _ voleanic eruptions 
worry our definite pleasure in the 
skiliful handling Mr. Clark metes out 
to stone and wood and bronze. 

There have been several sculptors 
this season whose work has found au- 
dience (one is tempted to inject “ sanc- 
tuary ") between the Arts club’s walis. 
The current exhibit does not need 
sanctuary. In itself it is almost a 
hymn. For god it takes beauty. Ex- 
quisite proportion stamps each figure. 
Controlled motion lurks in each pose. 
Swift to action, swift to rest, dancer, 
actor, courtesan play their part. 

Color gives atmosphere to the ori- 
ental figures, but deduct the color and 
there would still remain the clever. and 
accurate modeling. Mr. Clark comes 
with his exhibit like a breath of pure 
air into an overheated room. It is 
good to realize that in sculpture as well 
as in painting all the efforts of our 
young men are not bent toward the 
exaggerated, the distorted and the ab- 
normal.

A Much Abused Word. 

In the further Arts club gallery has 
been placed a collection of canvases 
grouped under the title, 
American Paintings.” The word “ mod- 
ern” has become one of the most 
misused of the century. The normal 
sense which belonged to it has been 


murdered, and substituted for that 
meaning has come a mental picture of 
a certain process of fermentation. 
Germs of ideas run to seed before they 
can flower; dictates of unreason served 
as the last word in reason; twisted 
growths offered as ideals—these things 
now spring to mind at the word “ mod- 
ern.” 

“Contemporary ” now holds all the 
meaning once shared with “ modern.” 
This last no longer means “of the 
present day.” If time is considered in 
connection with it at all, the time is 
the future. “Modernism” is still, so 
think its advocates, a matter for seri- 
ous consideration for generations after 
ours. They are hopeful! Perhaps to- 
morrow will toll the bell, instead of 
clanging it in triumph. 

Meanwhile the harm has been dune. 
“Contemporary” has taken on the 
shade of something old fashioned; 
“modern™ has taken to itself the 
glory of the ultimate present. There 
is not much glory about these “ mod- 
ern” American paintings at the Arts 
club. You can only rejoice that, in 


‘spite of all the racket and hulla-baloo, 
they are not typical of current Amer.’

Only 2 Countries Think 
a Plaything. 


Throughout the world, as in the 
United States, radio ig almost univer- 
offi- 
cials and presumably the public, as a 
“necessary and not a luxury, accorda- 
in¢ to U. 8S. official information re- 
eeived by the Radio Manufacturers as- 
sociation. World wide radio tax in- 
formation, furnished by the Us 5S. de- 
partment of commerce, shows that 
radio has become so necessary to pub- 
lic communication, entertainment and 
development, that its tax classification 
as a “necessity” in modérn life is 
almost unanimous. 

Few countries or governments fre- 
gard radio as a proper subject of taxa- 
tion. Of all the nations and countries 
of the world, only two, France and 
Spain. legally classify radio as a 
“juxury in their taxation programs 


“which impose sales, or public consump- 


tion taxes on radio apparatus which is 
imported. About a dozen countries im- 


sales, or excise taxes, levied gen- , 


ay on almost everything, including 
radio products. } 
Taxes Not Severe. 

Of the entire family of nations, the 
only two countries which regard radio 
as a taxable luxury do not levy severe 
Spain has a 5 per cent ad 


12 per cent on the more expensive 
radio receiving sets and apparatus, 
cheaper products bearing only a 2 per 
cent sales tax. 

Roumania has a supplementary tax 
on radio of 1,600 paper leie per 100 ki- 
los. Sales taxes on imported radio 
products. are imposed by other coun- 
tries as follows: Austria and Turkey, 
6 per cent; Hungary, 2 per cent; Po- 


-Jand, 2% per cent; Italy, 1 per cent. | 
Other general sales taxes—on virtually 


all articles including radio— are: 
Czecho-Slovakia, 2 per cent; Portugal, | 
2 per cent; Canada, 4 per cent; New- 
foundland, 6 per cent; Cuba, 1% per 
cent: Porto Rico, 2 per cent, and the 
Philippines, 1% per cent. ' 
Investigate Other Taxes. 
In addition to this radio tax infor- 
mation, radio taxation of every kind— 
tariffs, internal revenue, excise, OCc- 
cupation, and license, including va- 
rious indirect or subterfuge taxes—are 
being thoroughly investigated by the 
RMA. 5 
Radio communication is an agency 
growing so fast in America and free 
radio entertainment and, other pro- 
grams are now so thoroughly estab- 
lished that the RMA is prepared to 
vigorously oppose any efforts, national 
or local, to impose tax. burdens on the 
radio public or industry.

Therefore, Mr. Richards could 
see that Mr, Whitehead held the ace of 
spades and at least one other trump, 
since otherwise he would have realized 
the futility of planning a ruff. It was 
evident to declarer that Mr. Whitehead 
hoped to take a trump trick and lead 
clubs to his partner for the return of 
a diamond. 

If such were the case, Mr. Richards 
could see that his only hope for game 
was to find the ace of hearts also in 
Mr. Whitehead’s hand. In this event, 
Mr. Richards, by leading the king of 
hearts from dummy, would discard his 
only remaining club upon it and so 
prevent Mr. Work, east, from securing 
the lead with the ace of clubs. 


It was necessary to lead the king of 
hearts, for if dummy led a lower heart, 
Mr. Work, east, might take the trick 
with a heart lower than an ace, and 
lead a diamond at once without having 
to wait for a club to be led to him.
